Pollard Pearson, in getting him to 
St. 
Johns; ' 
the 
gentlemen 
arc 
strangers to me, except 
Pearson, 
whom I think 
had 
littlo

do 
with it. 
But I daro 
say that they 
had very 
littlo 
chance 
to show 
their bravery in arresting 
Carver; 
in fact if there is a ten year old boy 
in the county who could not have 
arrested him at any time 
in tho 
last year I do not know who ho is. 
Carver was at my placo three or 
four days after thejjSt. Johns mur- 
der, having brought 
mo a letter 
from Mr. Mike Wolfe from 
Tularo-s- a 
just across tho line in

Globo and tho consequent 
diminu- 
tion of firo 
fighting 
facilities 
all 
insuranco in that camp has boon 
cancelled; for sufficient 
reasons 
of 
tho samo nature all 
insurance 
in 
Solomonville, 
Safford, 
Thatcher 
and Pima 
has 
boon 
cancellod. 
Then tho Oasis goes on to say that 
tho company which
